The sea was far below us, its 
waves like wrinkles, and then 
suddenly the lush green land 
was beneath us and we were 
dropping down into the heat of 
the airport for Panama-Colon. 
We had black, bitter coffee while 
the aircraft tanks were filled 
and then were lifted and gone 
again, the sea far below us once 
more. And then once more a 
coast, the sun hot upon it, and 
quickly we began to climb the 
westward flanks of the Andes 
of the -north, which split into 
three great ranges to divide 
Colombia into deep valleys and 
plateaus. They explain why each 
_city grew unto itself. Until the 
airplane came the cities were 
isolated and, save for tortuous 
journeys by mountain path and 
river, were unreachable. 

For a time the mountain peaks 
were below us. One could see 
the narrow trails along their 
slopes, made by cattle, men and 
mule trains. Here and there was 
a lonely, thatched-roof , farm 
house or a tiny village cluster 
of them. 


Glorious Height 


And then we began the most 
' spectacular approach offered by 
aviation transport. We entered 
a valley pass at» about 10,000. 
feet. High above us on: each 
side were the massive ranges Of 
the northern Andes, which thrust 
their three great fingers toward 
the sea. Clouds were about their 
peaks and the sun was glorious 
on them. But we seemed to be 
skimming the earth, and we 
were. Below us fled a tumbled 
plateau. It was just below us, 
the rocks and rolling terrajn of 
it flinging by. And then, very 
quickly, we were gone from it, 
and the earth tumbled far below 
us. There, 2,000 feet below, 
were the red tile roofs, and the. 
brown brick and cement walls of 
Medellin, city of 300,000, the sec- 
ond largest in Colombia, and 
surely one of the most charm- 
ing anywhere. Our aircraft 
corkscrewed around the valley, 
down into the airport, and a del- 
egation met us—50 American 
newspapermen and women come 
to celebrate with Colombia her 
notice to the world that her gov- 
ernment, long the most stable in 
South America, is once again 
poised and not merely willing, 
but eager, to restore all consti- 
tutional freedoms of the press 
and the individual. 


And surely Medellin is the 
proper city to introduce one to 
Colombia and freedom. Her 
brown and red houses fill the 
valley and climb up to the steep- 
est slopes of the Andes range. 
Palm trees and orange groves 
are in the valley. Orchids grow 
wild on trees, even in the city 
streets, and for a small sum one 
may purchase a basket of them. 
It is around 5,000 feet above sea 
level, and here is perpetual 
spring, warm by day and cool 
by night. 

There are busy factories here, 
producing textiles under an en- 
lightened management where 
the supply stores do not ex- 
ploit, but sell at cost, and where 
the workers own their company- 
built homes, sold to them at cost. 

Medellin, pronounced by the 
Spanish as ‘‘May-tha-yen” and 
Anglicized as ‘“Med-lin” is a 
center for the collection and ship- 
ment of the precious coffee bean, 
price of which is a contributing 
factor to the high cost of living 
in the States. It also is a mining 
center.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Aug. 17—(UP)—The 


United Nations General Assembly convened today to set 
up the Korean peace conference and Russia hinted it 


will soon introduce a resolution opposing 
plans for the Far East meeting. 


Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky told newsmen, “I'll 
have very many comments’”’ in 
the debate over organizing the 
conference. 

Asked if he would introduce a 
resolution on the Korean situa- 
tion, Vishinsky smiled wryly and 
asked, ‘‘What do you think?” 

The opening session of the as- 
sembly lasted only seven min- 
utes. It was taken up entirely 
by a sort address by President 
Lester B. Pearson of Canada who 
urged the 60-nation world parlia- 
ment to finish its work ‘‘quickly 
and effectively, with a minimum 
of controversy and a maximum 
of agreement and - goodwill.” 


DODGES PROPOSAL

The June 17 reference was to 
the first wide-scale uprising by 
East Germans. 


HANDLED SEPARATELY 


The German and Austrian ques- 
tions were handled separately by 
the State Department today. The 
German question was dealt with 
in a formal statement, while the 
Austrian treaty proposal was 
covered in identical notes handed 
to the Soviet government by the 
governments of Frange, Britain

West’s Defenses. & 
Are Reds’ Targets 


The -xpected Soviet bombshell, de- 
signed to influence the coming German 
eléctions and to cause further division 


of the Western powers, has been fired. . 


Although too early to diagnose its many 
effects, it is obvious that the Kremlin’s 
bid for unification of East and West 
Germany will have far-flung reper- 
cussions. 

The primary goal of Soviet foreign 
policy toward Germany has been to 
prevent its remilitarization—in short, 
to prevent at all costs the integration of 
West German manpower and industrial 
might into Western defenses. To do 
so, they first tried to frighten the Ger- 
mars into communization. Failing, they 
have since been trying to come through 
the back door. 

All Germans, East and West, desire 
unification of their country above all 
things. Chancellor Adenauer and other 
German leaders have not been willing 
to pay the price of a Communist Ger- 
many to achieve that purpose. Com- 
ing. as it does, only a few weeks prior 
to the West German elections, the offer 
puts Adenauer on the spot and could 
lead to final defeat of the Western 
European army idea. 

Russia will insist on a demilitarized 
Germany as its price for unification. 
The French, who fear a resurgent, 
united Germany, are likely to go along. 
The German people themselves may be 
willing to accept this condition as the 
price of unification, leaving the coun- 
try at the mercy of powerfully armed 
neighbors if and when Allied occupa- 
tion troops are withdrawn. 

The recent riots and unrest in East 
Germany have revealed to Moscow and 
the world that its absorption as a Com- 
munist satellite will be resisted to the 
last. If the Kremlin can trade off an 
unprofitable satellite, destroy German 
military potential, and disrupt Allied 
plans for West Europe’s defense—she 
will have won much more than she is 
losing. 

The United States is facing its most 
difficult diplomatic problems since an 
aggressive communism forced us to.act 
so decisively in pushing through the 
Marshall Plan, NATO, and the Truman 
Doctrine. 

The Communists, concurrently with 
their peace offensive, are out to destroy 
Western unity and Western defenses. 
Free world statesmen will be under 
great trial during the coming months to 
prevent all that has been accomplished 
from going by the board.

Georgia Is Not Alone 


In Fiscal Problems 


Georgia is not the only state whose 
income and spending have spiralled 
since the end of World War II. In all 
instances, the increases have reflected 
the changing economic circumstances 
and the huge backlog of demands for 
schools, roads and other services that 
accumulated during the war years. 

The increases, too, point to the lag 
during depression years when there 
simply was not enough money to do 
the job. 

A survey by Congressional Quar- 

terly reveals that since 1946 the in- 
come, spending and debts of the 48 
states have spiralled to record. highs. 
The percentage increase in Georgia 
revenue as well as state’s expenditures 
for essential services exceeded all oth- 
ers. It should be noted, however, that 
we were near the bottom of the list and 
had the biggest task facing us. 

The 48 state governments collected 
total’ revenues of $16,814,971,000 in 
1952. Amounts ranged from New York’s 
$1,775,782,000 to Nevada’s $32,000,000. 
Taxes, main source of state income, 
rosé 10.3 per cent in fiscal 1952. Geor- 
gia’s tax revenue rose 30.4 during the 


year over fiscal 1951, because of the . 


sales tax. 

The survey shows that states have 
many of the same problems. Revenues 
and expenditures are now. leveling off, 
indicating the problems are being met. 
Education cost. more than any. other 
program in both 1951 and 1952. 

Debts of states have now reached a 
total of .$6,874,135,000.. However, their 
income exceeded spending in fiscal 1952. 
They borrowed less and redeemed more 

debts than in the previous year. How- 
ever; total state debt is still clintbing. 
New -York, the most populous and one 
of the strongest economically, owes a 


total of $909,000,000, closely followed.

UN Assembly Meeting 
Will Test Our Patience 


The session of the UN General As- 
sembly, now in progress, will be one 
of the most important the young organ- 
ization has held. The whole issue of 
peace and war, of collective security 
and of whether the East and West can 
establish a common basis for negotia- 
tion of world tensions are likely to be 
decided in the discussions about the Ko- 
rean political conference and by the 
conference itself. 

United States’ agreement that Rus- 
sia should be one of the nations in on 
the conference was a compromise based 
on the unpleasant fact that Russia, far 
from being disinterested, was the moti- 
vating force behind the Korean War 
and is a power to be considered wheth- 
er we like it or not. It is better to 
have Moscow represented around the 
table so that we may better understand 
from their source Communist objectives 
in Asia. 

As we know from the past, negotia- 
tions with the Communists will not be 
easy nor will they be pleasant. The 
United States, which must lead the free 
world whether we want to or not, is 
facing another supreme test. Coupled 
with differences of opinion among our 
allies, the test becomes even more dif- 
ficult. The Reds will promote these 
differences with great glee. 

It is a time for great statesmanship, 
not petty outbursts of anger. Persua- 
sion, instead of hate and suspicion that 
we hear voiced so frequently, is a bet- 
ter tactic to use with allies. Under- 
standing and patient compromise will 
accomplish more than bluster and ulti- 


* matum.

The United States says it is willing to 
have Russia participate if the “‘other side” 
is agreeable to the proposal. In this sense, 
the “other side’ is Red China and the pup- 
pet government of North Korea, which is 
in turn a creature Of Soviet Russia. 

British diplomats tell American report- 
ers:that the UN must be careful not to of- 
fend the Russians by implying that maybe 
the Soviet Union belongs on the “‘other 
side,” which means that somebody may 
possibly suspect the Moscow regime was 
really a ‘“‘belligerent’’ in the Korean war 
or aided a belligerent. 

One wonders why all this rigamarole is 
necessary when Vishinsky frankly told the 
United Nations assembly a few months ago 
that, of course, the Soviet Union right along 
had been sending’ munitions to the Red 
Chinese and the North Koreans. 

The plain fact is that the United Na- 
tions condones treason within its own ranks 
and is afraid to call treason by its right 
name lest it offend the ‘‘other side,’’ the 
Soviet government. 

To the average American who isn’t en- 
cumbered by too much knowledge of the 
intrigues and double talk of diplomacy, the 
fact remains that war broke out in June 
1950, and it was formally, officially, pub- 
licly, and specifically described by the UN 
as:an aggression by the Communists of 
North Korea. Then in February 1951, after 
the Red Chinese had intervened in the war, 
the same UN declared the government of 
Red China an aggressor. The UN also had 
publicly by resolution called on all member 
nations to lend assistance to the UN action 
and to refrain from aiding the aggressors. 
Who, therefore, could be ‘‘neutral’’ and still 
be faithful to the UN objectives—to repel 
aggression? 

So the first order of business in the 
UN is not to evade the issue about letting

“Some Prison Systems Need FBI Censure,”’ 
which appeared on Aug. 5, 1953, has come 
to my attention, and I wanted you to know 
of my appreciation for the unbiased and 
impartial manner in which you analyzed 
this problem of civil rights investigations. 


I must admit that I was surprised to 
learn of the attack that had been directed 
toward us by Governors Fine and Battle. 
The cases to which they referred in their 
statements were both investigated by the 
FBI on direct orders of the Department of 
Justice pursuant to an act of Congress. 
Clearly, the Attorney General] has not only 
the right, but the duty of directing the FBI 
to conduct inquiries into alleged violations 
of acts of Congress. 

The last 10 years have brought convinc- 
ing proof in all parts of our country that 
enlightened understanding and respect 
the individual’s civil rights have been estab- 
lished. Under our Constitution, the individ- 
ual, no matter if the lowest and vilest 
criminal type, has inalienable prerogatives, 
and no other individual can be allowed to 
usurp his rights and privileges without due 
process of law. This premise is a basic

By the same token, a man could be 
called before a congressional investigating 
committee by an unscrupulous chairman 
and put through a scorching interrogation 
on why he was a Methodist or a Baptist, a 
Mason or a Catholic, or why: he changed 
from one faith or political party to another. 
And once before such committees, under 
the loose procedure followed, a man may 
be questioned about anything, regardless 
of how extraneous it is to the subject mat- 
ter at hand.

The Word of Christ planted in the hearts 
of the apostles and later of the greatest 
Christian, St. Paul, has borne fruit as is 
witnessed by every church and every in- 
dividual who worships God in the name of 
Christ Jesus.. 

But not through the apostles only. We 
come to Christ through each person whose 
life has become an instrument -of God’s 
will. Many persons come to Christ through 
the life and example of consecrated par- 
ents. How many at their mother’s knee 
first learned of the love of God and ‘of 

God’s will! 

Years later many of us remember how 
the tireless effort of a Sunday School teach- 
er transformed and directed all the days 
of our lives. Or perhaps a neighbor, a 
humble and modest layman, who through 
a day by day Christian manner, interpreted 
to us the greatness of God more eoquently 
than did a mighty pulpit orator. 

We come to God through the lives and 
words of the apostles and of the sons and 
daughters in faith of the apostles: St. Paul 
wrote: “‘Be ye followers of me; even as 
I also am of Christ’”’ (1 Corinthians 11:1). 
Paul found Christ, and the Christ he found 
was too big for Paul. Paul had to share 
Christ, Those with whom he shared ‘his 
priceless message became disciples, too. 

In the early church each member was 
an evangelist of a great, new revelation. 
And we, too, never really possess any- 
thing “worthwhile” until we share it. The 
Christ who comes to us through the first 
and 20th century apostles will be. the 
Saviour of the 21st and 30th centuries if 
we, as links in this chain of faith, pro 
claim at home and abroad the faith which 
we have received. .

“As a result,” the. educator 
said, ‘‘communism has grown in 
postwar France and the Commu- 
nists will continue to disrupt af- 
fairs.’’ 


OPPOSITE’ IN ENGLAND 
While he expressed fear that 


the United States will get little 
co-operation from France, Dr. 
Clements said the opposite is true 
of England. * : 

The English ¢conomy is much 
better than in recent years, he 
reported, and the people have a 
feeling of strong kinship with the 
United States. 

The English political situation | 
is similar to that of the United 
States, Dr. Clements said, in that 
regardiess of party membership 
partisan politics is not placed be- 
fore national security and prog- 
ress.

Joyce confessed the hoax in a

“Thought I would never be 
happy in this world again, so I 
thought if I told this story I 
would get the death sentence and 
get all my worry over once and 
for all,” Joyce explained.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—Dem- 
ocratic national headquarters is- 
sued today a formal call for a 
meeting of the party’s full na- 
tional committee to be held in 
Chicago Sept. -15 in conjunction 
with the “welcome home” cere- 
monies being arranged for Adlai 


E. Stevenson, defeated Democatic! & 


presidential candidate of 1952. 

It will be the first meeting of 
the entire national committee, 
consisting of two representatives 
from each state and territory, 
since the November election, and 
it may result in the first show- 
down of strength among pro- 
Stevenson and anti-Stevenson ele- 
ments in the party. 


LOYALTY ISSUE 


No agenda is set up in the offi- 
eial call which simply says that 
the committee will “transact 
such business as may properly 
come before it,’’ but the issue of 
party loyalty is almost certain 
to arise. 

One of the first questions the 
committee .will have to decide 
is the status of Wright Morrow, 
who claims the right to represent 
Texas on the national committee 
although he bolted the Demo- 
cratic ticket last year and sup- 
ported Eisenhower for president. 
Committee officials contend that 
Morrow’s seat is vacant, but Mor- 
row doubtless will be on hand to 
claim it. 


SEAT DENIAL SEEN 


The committee undoubtedly 
will deny him his seat and this 
will raise again the issue of 
Southern -representation in the 
national party. 

This committee session also 
would provide the first oppor- 
tunity. for foes of Stephen A. 
Mitchell to campaign against his 
continuance as national party 
chairman. Mitchell was a little- 
known political figure when he 
was hand-picked by Stevenson to 
be chairman. Whefgher any or- 
ganized effort will be made to 
oust him at the Chicago meeting 
eould not be established today. 


SHORT SESSION 


Democratic leaders doubtless 
will seek as harmonious a ses- 
tion as possible in order not to 
mar the hémecoming -ceremonies 
for Stevenson. Very little time is 
allotted for the committee ses- 
sion. It is not scheduled to begin 
until 3:30 p. m. (CST), Tuesday, 
and Stevenson is speaking that 
same evening at the Chicago 
Civic Opera House under spon- 
sorship of a bipartisan commit- 
tee to report on his world travels. 

The Democrats have scheduled 
a fund raising dinner the night 
before, and Stevenson is expect- 

ed to speak at this gathering 
briefly and informally. 

Stevenson returns to New York 
from his trip around the world 
Thursday, but, after one New 
York press conference, plans to 
go on vacation and remain out 
of the limelight until his Chicago 
speeches in mid-September.

Couneil Monday over proposals 
to modernize governmental func- 


tions when a ward and council} 


reduction becomes operative next 
Jan. 4, 

Councilman Douglas Wood, who 
will be a member of the group 
when wards are cut from nine to 
eight and council membership is 
reduced from 27 to 17, offered a 
measure conflicting with one al- 
ready proposed by a special 
council committee, headed by 
Councilman John A. White. 


CUT PROPOSED 

White’s committee has pro 
posed that committees be cut to 
17 and that membership be re- 
duced to three members for some 
with five members for others. 

Wood proposed 17 committees 
having from five to eight mem- 
bers each, with a stipulation that 
four—the finance, public works, 
parks, and sewers—have one 
member from each of the eight 
new wards. 

The Wood proposa! also called 
for creating a new committee, 
traffic ‘and transportation. He 
also recommended that the min- 
utes committee should function 
under the tax committee, that 
work of the Southeastern Fair 
committee be done by the parks 
committee and that the fire board 
take over duties of the present 
tax committee. 


AGREEMENT CLAIMED 

White, who also will be in 
council when the reorganization 
takes place, said 23 of the 27 
members of the present council 
have agreed to support his com- 
mittee proposals and have signed 
the measure. 

The Wood proposal went to 
White’s committee along with an- 
other White proposal asking char- 
ter amendments to limit roll calls 
in the new aldermanic board to 
final disposition of any measure 
‘and to abolish roll calls on all 
assessing ordinances. 

While also announced that a 
scheduled public hearing by his 
committee for 2:30 p. m. Aug. 
27 has been postponed until the 
same time Aug. 28. He said May- 
or Hartsfield wishes to be pres- 
ent and that the mayor must at- 
tend a meeting of directors of 
the America Municipal Associa- 
tion Aug. 27 in New Orleans. 


BATTLE PROMISED 

White appeared confident that 
council will accept his commit- 
tee setup suggestions for the 
new council, but Wood said he 
will battle for passage of his pro- 
posal. 

Council also: 

1. Sent to the finance. comimit- 
tee recommendations that im- 
mediate steps be taken to pur- 
chase rights-of-way for widening 
and extension of 10th Street 
from Peachtree to West Peach- 
tree Streets. 

2. Overrode the Municipal Plan- 
ning Board and voted to rezone 
for business use property on both 
sides of 14th Street from Holly 
Street to Atlantic Drive.

It was just in the knick of time, too. 
: ou know how it is when you’ve been, shipwrecked in bed a 
few days, particularly if you're the kind of compulsive reader 
who teads the fine print on tomato’cans and the old newspaper 
lining the garbage can rather than being caught without anything 
to read. I had memorized the fresh, slick magazines provided by 
friends. I had canvassed the bookshelves for one, just one, book 
that I hadn’t read, finishing a dull one (‘‘The Parasites” by 
Daphne du Maurier) and discovering a surprisingly light, charm- 
ing one (“The Love Junk” by Jeanne Harman, wife of Atlantan 
Harry Harman). 


And then I was left with the Bible, the dictionary and the 

li of which served beautifully for a while. But 

being weak and aching I wanted, as the little girl in a Louisa May 
Alcott book used to say, to be “amoosed.” 

Then my library card came in the mail. 

Unless you're relatively shipwrecked you don’t really ap- 
preciate the wonder of having that vast supply of books at your 
disposal. The idea that I could have practically any book I had 
ever wanted to read just by sending my child forth on his bicycle 
staggered my imagination. I stopped worrying about the cob- 
webs in the ceiling and the splotches on the window panes and 
made ambitious readirig programs. How about all of Dickens? 
Or maybe the Russians? How about “War and Peace?” How 
about poetry and psychology and self-improvement? 

In the end of the course I passed up the Russians as too 
gloomy to be added to backache. Psychology confuses me and self- 
improvement frightens me. Dickens you can only keep out eight 
days and the risk of being past-due at the library again and 
eutting mYself off from all those books was more than I cared 


to face. ' 


So finally I ordered three old ones that I had been wanting to 
read. One of these is “‘Wise Blood” by Flannery O’Connor, a book 
which every other person in Georgia may have read when it came 
out a few years ago. But I missed it and it was a real discov- 
ery—a piece of wonderful, terrifying writing by the Milledgeville 
author. 


There’s not a handsome, nor even a sane person in the book 
and you couldn’t by any stretch of the imagination call it light or 
entertaining—but it is a breath-taking job of writing with word 
pictures that you'll never be able to get out of your head. 

Katherine Mansfield’s ‘Journal’ didn’t cheer me much but 
Phillips Brooks’ sermons did—and I see by the Sunday paper 
that Dr. Charles Allen recommends them too. Even if you’re 
up and able to get to church those sermons are so wise and won- 
derful and heartening you shouldn’t miss them. As literary 
works .they’re masterly and after reading one (‘“‘The Two Talent 
Man” or “‘A Mother’s Wonder’”’ will do) you’ll be in a self-im- 
provement mood in spite of yourself.

George London, Metropolitan Star. Collects Them

Singer Collects Recipes 
With Foreign Flavor

Some people collect autographs, 


some stamps, some rare 


jade. Almost everyone collects something. In the case of George 
London, sensational young bass-baritone of the Metropolitan Opera 
Association, it happens to be recipes with an international flavor. 


As an opera and concert 
singer who lives in New York 
during the Metropolitan Opera 
season, travels about Eurupe 
for appearances at the Sum- 
mer Music Festivals and 
dashes on and off planes ‘lur- 
ing concert tours, George is 
in position to garner recipes 


This is the first in a series 
of articles including recipes of 
famous singers’ collections of 
favorite dishes. 
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from all corners of the worid. 
But having experienced his 
first real success as a singer, 
at the Vienna Opera, his culi- 
nary taste is slightly biased in 
the direction of Viennese Cook- 
ery. 
Mr. London, who is very 
proud of his “bachelor’s cook- 
book,”’ is of the impression that 
a unique dessert or an impres- 
sive souffle is apt to win you 
a lady’s smile just as much 
(and sometimes, even more) 
as the conventional corsage or 
box of bon-bons. 

Last summer, while singing 
in Mozart’s ‘“‘The Marriage. of 
Fiagaro”’ at the Salzburg Music 
Festival, this renowned opera 
star added to his collection the 
recipe for the world-famous 
Salzburger Nockerl. Here is 
the recipe: 

SOUFFLE A LA SALZBURG 
(Salzburg Nockerl) 


1% cup butter 

1 cup sugar 

10 egg yolks 

3 tablespoons flour 

10 egg whites stiffly beaten 
1% cup milk, hot 

2 tablespoons sugar 

Beat butter with sugar and 
egg yolks until fluffy. Add 
flour. Fold in egg Whites. Cover 
the bottom of small roasting 
pan (or ovenproof dish) with 
milk. Pour mixture in. Bake in 
350-degree oven about 10 min- 
utes, or until slightly yellow on 
top. Remove in big spoonfuls

Pour sour cream mixed with 
milk into ovenproof dish. Beat 
eggs gently and drop into mix- 
ture.

He was admitted to the hos- 
pital about noon Sunday. He had 
been troubled with a-heart condi- 
tion for several years, according 
to university officials. 


RECOGNITION 

During his 34 years’ service as 
head of the university’s chemistry 
department, Dr. Guy received 
recognition especially in the field 
of chemical instruction. He re- 
ceived the Smith medal for lead- 
ership and inspiration to students 
as a teacher of chemistry in 1939. 

In 1940 he was honored with 
the Herty Award for notable 
achievements in the field of chem- 
istry in the Southeast. 

Chosen to lead many causes, 
he was a former president of the 
Georgia Academy of Sciences, of 
the Emory chapter, Phi Beta 
Kappa, of the board of trustees 
of Druid Hills School, and former 
vice-president and southeastern 
supervisor of the American As- 
sociation of University Professors. 


CIVIC SERVICE 

He was former chairman of the 
DeKalb County Board of Educa- 
tion, the DeKalb County Red 
Cross, DeKalb County Boy Scouts 
of America, and was former vice- 
president of the Atlanta Com- 
munity Fund. 

The educator was a thirty-sec- 
ond degree Mason, a member of 
Kappa Alpha social fraterniay 
and the American Associatidn for 
the Advancement of Science. He 
was also a member of the Glenn 
Memorial Methodist Church. 


The son of the late John Sam- 
uel Guy’ and Margaret Hardee 
Guy, of Lowrysville, S. C., where 
he was born April 1, 1884, he mar- 
ried the former Allie Candler, 
daughter of the late Judge and 
Mrs. John S. Candler in 1917. 

Dr. Guy attended Davidson 
College, Johns Hopkins University 
and the University of Leipzig, 
Germany. He received his B. S. 
degree frort Davidson in 1905 and 
his master’s degree there the fol- 
lowing year. He received his 
doctor’s degree at Johns Hopkins 
in 1911, and remained there as 
assistant in physical chemistry 
until 1913. 


YEAR IN GERMANY 

“It was when he left Johns 
Hopkins that he traveled to Leip- 
zig where he stayed for nearly a 
year until all foreign students 
were required to leave Germany 
just prior to World War I. 


On his return, he became chair- 
man of the chemistry department 
at Agnes Scott. In 1916 he accept- 
ed a similar position at the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas where he 
stayed until 1918 when he became 
head of Emory University’s de- 
partment of chemistry. 

Since his retirement as head 
of the chemistry department in 
1952, he had served as professor 
emeritus of chemistry. 

His home was 1669 North De- 
catur Rd., N. E.

The first air-conditioned college in the South is under 
construction in the heart of downtown Atlanta. 


Erection of a $2,000,000 admin- 
istration and classroom building 
for the Atlanta Division of the 
University of Georgia marks an- 
other major step in the develop- 
ment of this unusual school. The 
new four-story building will be 
air-conditioned. 

It will supplement the present 
seven-story structure on Ivy St., 
where Atlanta Division conducts 
its classes in rooms adjacent to 
Atlanta’s skyscrapers, just off 
busy Five Points. 

However, the noises of down- 
town traffic don’t reach the 
classrooms where boys and girls 
are studying music, business ad- 
ministration, .chemistry, nursing, 
pre-med, art, and similar sub- 
jects. 

Classroom activities in the 
huge reconverted parking garage 
at 20 Ivy St. are just as far re- 
moved from the big city noises 
as though they were located on 
a@ campus outside metropolitan 
Atlanta. 

Students use the old car ramps 
to go from one fleor to another for 
classes, while students in the typi- 
cal college over the nation walk 
across campuses from one class- 
room building to another. 

Atlanta Division has no dormi- 
tories, no fraternity houses, no 
boarding students, no football 
team. Its office building is not 
attached to a big stadium. Most 
of its students, working their 
way through college, don’t have 
much time for the rah-rah-rah 
campus life seen on most cam- 
puses. 

But there is a campus—and 
campus life—for the Atlanta Di- 
vision. 

The campus doesn’t surround 
the tall college building in At- 
lanta’s business section. The 
campus is 20 miles from the col- 
lege, located on Indian Creek. 
Students commute between the 

‘classrooms and the “campus” 10 
enjoy strolls, picnics, swimming 
and dancing at the club house,
